Washington, Nov. 13.— It was an­ 
nounced at the white house following 
a conference between President Cool­ 
idge and Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon that the latter will make no 
recommendations on taxation in his 
annual report. ’ v 
The administration is said to con­ 
sider it futile for the present congress 
to ta';e 
up 
tax 
legislation 
again. 
Neither has the administration given 
any consideration to the calling of a 
special session^after March 4 to con­ 
sider tax reduction, it is stated. * 
Progressive leaders announced here 
that they have' no intention of aban­ 
doning their light in congress for the 
measures in which they believe. 
It is stated that a new fight will be 
started In the session of congress be­ 
ginning Dec. I 
for 
changes in the 
rules of the house that will make the 
procedure more responsive to the de­ 
mands of members. 
It will be led 
again 
by Representative Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin. Nelson led a revolt against 
the house rules at the opt ning of the 
present congress and was instrument­ 
al 
In 
bringing 
about 
important i 
changes. Among changes effected was 
one providing tor recall of bills from 
committee alter a reasonable length 
of time for committee consideration 
with failure of a committee report, 
and consideration by the house of the 
recalled bill. 
When this was tried with the Bark- 
ley-Howell railroad bill, which legis­ 
lates out of existence the railroad 
labor board, it was found the bill had 
to go on the house calendar and its 
consideration 
was possible only on 
the days when 
this 
calendar was 
called. 
The result was that a house 
vote on this bill was blocked at the 
last session. 
Nelson, Moore of Virginia, Cooper 
of Wisconsin, Fish of New York and 
others who haji led in the tight for 
rules revision, admitted they had not 
accomplished all they desired in lib­ 
eralizing house rules. 
Nelson gave 
notice he would move when congress 
reconvened for correction of defects 
in the rules demonstrated by inabil­ 
ity to secure an immediate vote on 
the Barkley-Howtdl bill. 
Making congress 
“ responsive” to 
the people is one of the policies urged 
by the La Follette followers.

Columbus, Nov. 13. 
In the opinion 
of Attorney General (’. C. Crabbe, 
possession of 
cider which 
contains 
more than half of I per cent alcohol 
is not a violation of prohibition laws 
In Ohio. 
“ It is my opinion that mere posses­ 
sion is not a violation of the prohibi­ 
tion laws,” Crabbe said. 
“ To be a 
violation I believe it would have to 
be proved that the possessor was sell­ 
ing or illegally giving the cider away, 
and that it was Intoxicating." 
Crabbe, who, as state 
representa­ 
tive, sponsored the Crabbe prohibition 
act, pointed out that the Ohio law is 
copied very closely after the federal 
Volstead act, 
"The Crabbe act speci­ 
fies that nothing therein shall prevent 
the manufacture of 
cider or 
fruit 
juices for vinegar," Crabbe said. "B e ­ 
fore cider becomes vinegar it must 
ferment. 
Therefore, under this pro­ 
vision, mere possession could not of 
Itaelf be held illegal."

if at least five years. 
Dr. Vaughn 
supported his position with the re­ 
sults of a survey covering 3,574 per­ 
sons exposed lo smallpox during the 
Detroit epidemic, in which it was dis­ 
covered that not one of 928 persona 
who had been vaccinated within five 
years prior to the outbreak contracted 
the disease. 
This same survey re­ 
vealed, he said, that of 1,296 expos­ 
ures with a vaccination toiore than 
five 
years 
old. only 27 contracted 
smallpox. 
In contrast to this record 
it was found that of 1,850 persons who 
had never been vaccinated 180 were 
victims of the disease. 
A second supporting argument was 
incorporated in the assertion that "98 
per cent of the school children of De­ 
troit had been vaccinated prior to the 
epidemic; that few lases were found 
in the schools, and that these were 
children who had been held at home 
21 days to escape vaccination.” 
To Dr. Vaughn’s arguments support­ 
ing vaccination Dr. Stanley H. Os- i 
burn, commissioner of health of the 
state of Connecticut, added a warn­ 
ing to physicians that “ infections al­ 
ways occur after the treatment," and 
that, therefore, every care should 
exercised to avoid such consequences. ;

and 
Roche said that during the Armistice 
lay parade they met a stranger and 
in a conversation that ensued the 
stranger said he had 20 cases of Cana­ 
dian whisky which he would sell for 
$60 a case. 
A meeting was arranged, 
and the stranger took Siegrist and 
Roche to the armory, where, in the 
riding arena, stood a number of cases. 
Siegrist said the stranger drew from 
one of the cases a quart bottle anil 
(hey took a drink. 
Then three men 
rushed into the riding arena. 
One of 
them, 
Sic grist 
said, 
knocked

Honey out of his hand. 
The three 
men told Siegrist and 
Roche 
they 
ould not place a charge against them, 
as they had not actually purchased 
he liquor. 
Siegrist and Roche said 
hey left immediately. 
Later, becom- 
itlg suspicious, they reported the case 
o the police, who started an investi­ 
gation. 
An accident brought about the ar­ 
rest of the three liquor court depu­ 
ties. 
Franks, driving his automobile, 
collided with a machine driven bv 
Dowdy L. Stevens. 
Franks claimed 
he found a quart bottle of wine in 
Stevens’ automobile. 
Learning that 
Franks was a prohibition agent, police 
took him before Siegrist and Roche, 
who identified him as one of the three 
men who had made the raid at the 
armory. 
Franks is said to have told 
police that Mitchell and Roth were 
wRh him, and admitted having super­ 
intended the placing of the liquor.
